Social Security Benefits May Be Lost 
In Late Action By Individuals 


“Certain individuals are 
losing social security bene¬ 
fits by not filing soon 
enough,” Joann Hugh es, 
Monrovia Branch Manager, 
announced recently. Because 
of a recent amendment to 
the Social Security law, cer¬ 
tain individuals cannot get 
back pay. To avoid losing 
back pay under social secur¬ 
ity claimants are advised to 
file three months before 
they want to start receiving 
benefits. A claim cannot be 
processed before then. How¬ 
ever, studies have shown 
that claimants who delay 
filing often lose back bene¬ 
fits. “To avoid losing back 
benefits, do not delay fil¬ 
ing,” Mrs. Hughes urged.

turn for the previous year. 

Mrs. Hughes added that 
anyone who doesn’t have 
this information shoiuld not 
delay contacting social se¬ 
curity. The people in the so¬ 
cial securitj' office can sug¬ 
gest other evidence which 
can be used. Mrs. Hughes 
added that people who dt 
come in prepared, with the 
nccessarj-’ documents, will 
have their claims processed 
much faster.

"‘However,” Mrs. Coates 
said, "we are still known in 
Washington as those crazy 
ladies from San Bruno."

In Los Angeles, a grant 
of $25,000 from BankArr.er- 
ica Foundation will permit 
rapid expansion this year of 
the program which already 
has 21 sites, serving 2,000.

Wildlife viewing was ex¬ 
cellent, partly because of the 
amount of rain we’ve had so 
far. Some ranch fields had 
shallow water that fed into 
small streams and some¬ 
times, ponds. All this at¬ 
tracted a variety of water 
birds! At first, these birds 
blended in so with the fields 
that we nearly missed seeing 
them. Marty spotted it first 
... a brightly colored duck 
that urned out to be a Nor¬ 
thern Shoveler. 'There ap¬ 
peared to be three pairs feed¬ 
ing in the shallow water in 
the fields. How elegant, 
with their white front, dark 
head, and warm brown 
sides! Numbers of Mallards 
and Coots fed voraciously, as 
other ducks soared in pairs 
overhead, getting ready to 
land. Tall-legged birds, pos¬ 
sibly Godwits, preened them¬ 
selves among the stubbles of 
grass. 

A large Heron flew high 
over the fields and trees, 
heading for some other body 
of water. Meanwhile, loolt- 
ing much like a hoede of 
menacing locusts, regul a r 
blackbirds swarmed in the 
air, momentarily alighting 
in some oaks across the 
wav. Across the road in the 
dry cattails. Red Winged 
Blackbirds were noisily feed¬ 
ing, both male and camou¬ 
flaged female bending down 
the stalks of fluffy seedpods. 

Three species of 'Teals 
were identified in the shal¬ 
lows: The Green Winged 
Teal with a vertical white 
stripe on its side — and 
creamv-vellow rear feathers, 
and the Blue Winged and 
Cinnamon Teals—each with 
a bright blue patch on its 
wings . . . viewed only when 
it flies!
